TO 

Amend the law relating to Boards of Guardians in Ireland A.n. i 895 . 
and to extend their powers under the Labourers 
(Ireland) Acts, and in other respects. 

B e it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, hy and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in tlm present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. This Act may be cited for all purposes as tlio Boards of Short title. 

Guardians (Ireland) Act, 1895. 

2. This Act shall not extend to England or Scotland. AppHoAticnx 

® of Act. 

3. In this Act, except where the context otherwise retjuii’es, the Definition.s. 
following words and expressions shall have the moaning hereby 
10 assigned to them respectively that is to say, 

“Poor law election” means any election of a guardian or 
guardians for any electoral division or ward, or any district 
of electoral divisions in a imion for the relief of the destitute 
poor, witliin the meaning of the Act of the first and second 
15 years of the reign of Her present Majesty, chapter fifty-six, 
and the Acts amending the same : 

“ Local Government Board ” means the Local Government Board 
for Ireland : 

“ Electoral division ” includes “ ward *’ or a district of electoral 
20 divisions ; 

“ Agent” includes counsel or solicitor : 

“Days ’’means clear days, exciusivc of Sunday, Good Priday, 
and Christmas Day : 

“ Prescribed,” in the first, second, and fourth parts of this Act, 

25 means prescriljcd hy order made and issued by the Local 
Government Board pursuant to this Act ; and in the third part 
of tliis Act, means prescribed by rules or orders made under the 
thirty-first section of this Act. 
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Any words op expressions in tins Act (except Pajt IV. tliereof), 
wliich are not herely defined, and are defined in tlio said Act of 
the first and second years of the reign of Her prt'^eut Majesty, 
chapter fifty-six,. or in any Act amending said Act, shall, unless 
there is something in the context of this Act repugnani. thereto, 6 
have the same meaning as in the last-mentioned Act or Acts, and 
the said Acts and this Act (except Part IV, thereof) shall he 
construed together as one Act. 


PAET I. 

COKSTITTITION OP BOATIDS OP GtJAIUJIANS. JQ 

4. As from the date of the annual poor law election, which shall 
take pkee next after the passing of this Act boards of guardians 
shall he composed entirely of elective guai’dians, and tliere shall bo 
no ex officio guardians. 

6. A poor law guardian elected after the passing of this Act 16 
shall, unless elected to fih a casual vacancy resulting from death, 
resignation, disqualification, or otherwise, hold office i'or a term of 
three years, to bo computed from the tioenly fifth day of March in 
the year of his election. 

6. — (1.) On the prescribed day in the year one thomcmcl eight 20 
hundred and ninety-seven one third of the guardians for each poor 
law union shall go out of office ; on the prescribed day in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and ninety-eight another thh-d of the 
said guardians shall go out of office ; on the prescribed day in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and nmely-nine the remaining 26 
third of the said guardians shall go ont of office; and on the 
prescribed day in every subsequent year one third of the guardians 
for each union, being those who have been longest in office without 
re-election, shall go out of office. 

(2.) The place of the retiring guardians shall in each instance be 30 
forthwith supplied by the election of a like niunbor of guardians, 
and a retiring guardian shall, if then qualified to act as guardian, 
be capable of being re-dected. 

(3.) If the number of guardians for any union shall bo some 
number not divisible by three, the Local Government Board shall 35 
in each case hy order det^mine what number of guardians as nearly 
one third as may be shaJl go out of office, so that no guardian shall 
remain in office longer than three years without being re-elected. 
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(4.) Tlie day prescribed under this section sball be tbc tweniif- A.D. 1895. 
fifth day of March, or some day -within fourteen days next after 
the t-weiity -fifth day of March. 

(6.) The Local Go-^ernment Board shall by order determine the 
5 rotation, in -which the guardians elected at the first election held 
under the provisions of this Act shall go out of office. 

7. In the case of any casual vacancy in the office of guardian Casual 
the Local Government Board shall forth-with order a fresh election 

to fill such vacancy. When any person is elected to fill a casual 
10 vacancy in the office of guardian, he shall continue in office only 
so long as the person in -whose place he is elected would have 
continued in office if such vacancy had hot occurred. 

8. In addition to the persons now entitled to vote at a poor law Ptiriia* 
election for an electoiul division, every person whose name is 

15 included in any register of paidiamentary electors cm’rent at the entitieji to 
date of such election in respect of the o-wnership or occupation of 
any d"welling-house, lands, or premises situate in such electoral ^ertions. 
di-vision shall be entitled to vote at such election. 

9. No person under tbe age of twenty^one years shall be entitled Minors and 

20 to vote at a poor law election nor shall a corporation aggregate or ^ 

joint stock company or any officer appointed for the purpose by 
such corporation or company be entitled to vote at any such 
election. 

10. Each elector at a poor law election shall he entitled to give -^oterto 
25 one vote and no more for each of any number of persons not 

exceeding the number to be elected. 

11. An elector shall not be entitled to appoint any person to Totera to 
vote as his proxy at any poor law election and every elector desiring 
(•where necessary) to give a statement of liis claim to vote at any 

30 election shall himself sign such statement. 

12. A person shall be qualified to be elected and to be a guardian Electors 

for a poor law union if at tbe date of the election such person shall ^ 

be entitled to vote at the election of guardians in some electoral guardian, 
division within the union. No person shall be disqualified by sex 

35 or marriage from being a guardian. Nothing in this section shall 
entitle a person to be elected or to he a guardian who is disqualified 
by law for being a guardian.

Board shall also apply to orders made under this section. Every 
such order shall direct the manner in wliicli tlic expenses of 
elections shall ho defrayed.

15. In di’awing up any such order as aforesaid the Local Govern- 

ment Board shall have regard to the provisions of the Ballot Act, 20 
1872, and the schedules thereunto annexed, and, so far as such 
provisions are applicable and convenient, shall adopt same, and 
apply them, with the necessary modilications, to poor law elections 
under this Act, hut no such order shall be impeachable for any 
alleged non-compliance with the provisions of tliis aocUon. 25 

16. The Local Government Board may embody in any such ordci' 
the second, third, fourtli, sixth, ninth, tAVclfth, thirteenth, and 
twenty-fourth sections of the Ballot Act, 1872, or some or any of 
them (save so much of said second section as relates to cases 
where an equality of votes is found to exist botwocu any two 30 
candidates), witli such modifications as they may think ncc(issary ; 
and any such section when so emhodiod shall apply to poor law 
elections, and shall have the saiuo force and cll'cct as if hiu'cin 
expi*esBly enaoted. 


™ tluaAct contained sliall al)ridi;o or take away 35 
of Local power previously vested in the Local Govermnoiit !8oard of 

Gomument regulating poor law elections in any manner not iticonaiateiii with 
this Act, and the iiowers conferred hy this Act sliaU be deemed to 
be in addition to such existing powers. 
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18 . At the prescribed time before the day fixerl for the polling -A-D- 1895. 
at any poor law election, the returning ofl&cer shall prepare in the ListTF 
prescribed manner a list of the persons entitled to vote at such voters to be 
election, and shall sign the same, and shall pul)lish in the pre- 

5 scribed manner a notice stating that such Ust has been prepai’sd, 
and when and where it may be inspected by any ratepayer. Eveiy 
such list shall contain such particulars as may be prescribed, and a 
separate list shall be prepared for each electoral division. The Ust 
shall be kept in such convenient place as may be prescribed for 
10 six' days after the publication of said notice, and during such six 
days shall he open to the inspection of any ratepayer, or his agent, 
between the hours of ten in the forenoon and four in the afternoon. 

At any time prior to but not after the signing of the register of 
voters by him as herein-after mentioned, the returning officer may 
16 in the proscribed manner add to, excise from, alter, or amend the 
Ust of voters, and (in the case of electors other than those qualified 
to vote as herein-beforc provided as being parUamentary electors) may 
add thereto the name of any ratepayer originally omitted therefrom 
because of the nonpayment of any poor rate, on being satisfied tliat 
20 such poor rate has since been paid. 

19 . The returning officer shall appoint a day or days, within A day to bo 
the prescribed limits of time before the day fixed for the polUng, 

to hear the claims of persons whose names have been omitted fi’om objections, 
any such Ust, and who claim to have their names inserted therein, 

25 or who object to the name of any person appearing in such list or 
to any claim ; and of the day or days so fixed shall publish a notice 
in the prescribed uianoer. On the day or days so fixed the returning 
officer shall sit at such convenient place as may be prescribed, 
between the hours of te7i in the forenoon and six in the afternoon, 

30 and shaU hear any ratepayer, or his agent, rnakiug any such claim 
or any suoh objection, and, if satisfied of the vaUdity thereof, shall 
aUow same, and insert or strike out the name of such person in any 
such Ust or Usts. 

20 . At the prescribed time before the day fixed fbr the polling Register of 
36 the returning officer shall from such lists so amended prepare in 

the prescribed manuer and sign the register of voters for such 
election, and when so signed the register shall not afterwards be 
altered. The register shall contain such particulars as may be 
presciibed, and a separate register shall be prepared for each 
40 electoral division, and the retuining officer shall, on the demand of 
any person requiring the same, furnish a copy of the register for 
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any electoral division at a charge not exceeding one shilling^ ihr 
each hundred names or fraction of a liiuntlred names contained 
therein. 

21. At any poor law election a ix'.rson shall, not lie (Mil-itlnd to 
vote unless his name is on the regifitcr txL* votors, and eve.ry person 5 

whose name is on such register shall be on titled to the number of 

votes set opposite his name therein, and to vote iwicordingly, 
provided that on a petition as licrein-al'tor provided the rtjgistor 
shall not be conclusive, and its correctness in any pavticcQar may 
be questioned. 10 


PAllT III. 

Poor Law Election PBTmoNS. 

22. The election of any person at a poor law olc(!tiou for an 
electoral division may be questioned by petition bel'oro the county 
court for the county and division within wliich is .situate the 15 
workhouse for the uniou of wliicli suoli electoral division forms 
part (herein-after referred to as the “ oom’t ”) on any one or more 
of the following grounds ; that is to say, 

(a.) That such person was not duly elected by a majority of 
lawful votes : 20 

(5.) That such person was at the time oi’ the election not duly 
qualified, or was disqualified to bo a guardian : 

(o.) That the returning officer improperly rol'usod to receive or 
act on the nomination of some other person, or improperly 
omitted to insert in the ballot paper the name of any person 25 
duly nominated : 

[d.) That the provisions of this Act or of any order of the Local 
Government Board for the time being in force relating to poor 
law elections were violated or were not observed in aomo 
material particular ; 30 

{e) That any name was improperly iucludc^d in the register of 
voters, and that any person not entitled i.o do so was iir 
consequence permitted to vote and voted at the eloction, or 
that any name was improi)erly omitted from the register : 
Provided that the court shall not avoid any olt’ctiou on- tlio 35 
grounds of any snch error, inclusion, or omission, miloss 
satisfied that the result of the eleotiou might luive boon allcotcd 
thereby ; 
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{f) That the office of guardian to hll which the election was A.D. 1896. 

lield was not actually vacant at the time of such election : 

[g.) That tho election was avoided by undue hiduence, corrupt 
practice, or illegal practice, within the meaning of those expres- 
5 sions as used in the Corrupt and Illegal Practices Prevention 
Act, 1883. 

23. A petition may be presented by any six persons on the Procedure 
register of voters for the electoral division, or by a person (qualified petition, 
at the time of the election to be a guardian and alleging himself 

10 to liave been a candidate at the election, or to have been duly 
nominated as a candidate,, or by any person alleging that the office 
of guai'dian to fill which the election was held was not actuaUv 
vacant at the time of such election, and that he at that f 
such office, or by two or more such persons. It shall be i 
15 scribed form, and shall be signed by the petitioner or petitic 
it shall be presented to the court in the prescribed mam 
fourteen days after the day on which the poll shall 1 
declared. Within three days after such presentation the 
or petitioners shall in the prescribed manner and form ser" 

20 of the same and a copy of the petition on the person < 
against whose election the petitiem is presented (h 
referred to as the “respondent”). Two or more person 
made respondents to the same petition, and their cas( 
tried at the same time,- but such petition shall never 
25 deemed to be a separate petition against each respo 
returning officer of whose conduct a petition complaii 
made a respondent to the petition. The petitioner or 
shall give security for the costs of the said petition to the 
amount and in the prescribed manner, and in case such 
30 not given the petition shall be dismissed. 

24. Election petitions shall he tried by the court witl 
at tbe quarter sessions held next after the expiration of 
days fi-om the date of the presentation of same. The 
tried in open oom't, and the coui*t may adjoimn the trial 

35 to time as may seem expedient. At the conclusion c 
the court shall determine whether the person whose 
complained of or any or what other person was duly 
wliether the election was void, and shal l forthwith o 
determination in witing to the Local G-overnment 1 
40 upon such certificate being given such determinatioi 
final to all intents and purposes as to the matters at is 
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petition. In case the court shall certify that the election was void , 
tlie Local Government Board shall, without any application from 
the hoard of guardians, or other preliminary proceeding, forthwith 
order a new election to take pLace. On the trial of a petition 
claiming that some person other than tlio respondent wjvs elected, 5 
the respondent may give evidence to prove thai; such person was 
not duly elected in the same manner and on the same grounds as 
if he had presented a petition agn-inst the election of such person. 

25 . If on the hearing of any election petition any question of 
law arises, the determination of which might affect the result of 10 
the election, the court may of its own mofciou, and shall on the 
application of any of the parties to the petition, state such question 

of law in a special case, and refer the same for the consideration 
and decision of Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal in Ireland. The said 
special case shall be heard and decided by tlic Court of Appeal 15 
(which, if necessary, may order the same to he amended), and the 
decision of the said Court of Appeal thereon shall bo final and 
conclusive to all intents and purposes, and shall bo certified to the 
Local Government Board. 

26 . On the trial of an election petition under tliis Act, the court 20 
shall have the same powers, jurisdiction, and authority with refer- 
ence to same and the proceedings therein as it would have if such 
petition were an ordinary civil bill within its juilsdiction ; provided 
that the coui*t shall have power to impose a fine not exceeding^/^y 
Xminds on any person summoned to attend as a witness on the 25 
hearing of such petition, and who neglects or refuses to attend such 
hearing. On the hearing of a petition, witnesses shall bo sworn 

in the same manner as witnesses at the hearing of an ordinary 
civil bill, and shall he liable to the same penalties for pcrjuiy. 

It shall he the duty of the returning officer to attend the court on 30 
the hearing of the petition, and then and there to produce the 
rate book, list, and register of voters for the electoral division in 
question, as also all statements of claim to vote in such electoral 
division, and the hooka in which same are registered. 

27 . — (1.) A petition may be withdrawn by leave of the court, hut 35 
not otherwise ; and if on the hearing of the application for with- 
drawal any person or persons who might have boon a petitioner or 
petitioners in respect of the election to which the petition relates 
ahah^ apply^ to the court to he substituted as a petitioner or 
petitioners instead of the petitioner or petitioners so desirous of 
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witliclrawing, the court shall graul: such application, and the 1895. 
petition shall proceed accordingly. Where the petition is presented ~ 
by more than one petitioner it shall not be ■vYithdra^vn -without the 
consent of all. 

5 (2.) A petition shall not abate save by the death of all the 

petitioners or all the respondents, if more than one. If, on the 
abatement of a petition by the death of a solo petitioner or of all 
the petitioners, any person or persons -who might have been a 
petitioner or petitioners in respect of the election to which the 
10 petition relates shall apply to the court to he substituted as a 
petitioner or petitioners, the court shall grant such application, and 
the petition shall proceed accordingly. 

(3.) A substituted petitioner shall stand in the same position as 
nearly as may he and he subject to the same liabihties as the 
16 original petitioner. 

28. A petition under this Act complaining of no return at any Petiiioumay 
poor law election may be presented to the court by auy qualined 

person claiming to have been duly elected thereat, and shall be of no return, 
deemed to be an election petition within the meaning of this Act, 

20 and the court shall accordingly determiue Avhether the petitioner 
or any and what other person was duly elected; and in case the 
court shall certify that no person was duly elected, the Local 
Government Board shall forth-with order a new election to tako 
place. The returning officer and every person, other than the 
25 petitioner, duly nominated as a candidate at such election, shall he 
named as respondent in any petition under this section. A petition 
under this section shall not abate save by the death of the 
petitioner. 

29. All costs, chai’ges, and expenses of and incidental to the Costs ou 
30 presentation of a petition under this Act, and to the proceedings 

consequent thereon, including the proper expenses of -witnesses, 
shall he defrayed by the parties to the petition in such manner and 
in such proportions as the co"urt may determine, and when costs 
or expenses are awarded by the court against any of the pai’ties to 
35 a petition they may be recovered in the same manner as the costs 
of an ordinary ci-vil hill. Where a returning officer is made 
respondent to a petition he shall not he ordered to pay the 
petitioner’s costs, except "the court shall be of opinion that he was 
guilty of ncgbgence or improper conduct in the matter of the 
40 election or petition. The returning officer’s costs of appearing as 
respondent and otherwise incidental to an election petition (save 
[2.] B 
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such costs as lie may be ordered to pay as aforesaid in consequence 
of baring been guilty of negligence or improper conduct) sbaU be 
defrayed out of tbe poor rates in tbe prescribed manner. 

30. Where a candidate who has been declared elected as guardian 
at a poor law election is on petition deciai’ed not to bavo been duly 5 
elected, acts done hy him as guardian before the time when the 
result of such petition has been certified to the Local Government 
Board shall nevertheless not be invalidated.

Amendment of Labourers Acts. 

Constrnction 33. Tbis Part of tliis Act sbaU be construed witli the Labourers 
(Ireland) Acts, 1883 to 1S92 (herein-after roferml to as “ tho said 
Acts ”) except in so far as tbe said Acts are expressly altered or 
varied by this Act or ai’e inconsistent therewith and togetheiMvith 
the said Acts may he cited as tho Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 1883 to 
1895, words or expressions in this Part of tbis Act wliicli arc not 
defined therein, and which are defined in the said Acts, shall, unless 
there is something in the context repugnant thereto, liavo the same 
meaning as in the said Acts. 36 

Order con- 34. — (1.) An Order of tho Local Governi&cnt Board made under 

im^vement Bcventh feectioil Of thc Labourers (iroland) Actj 1883, authorising 
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an improvement sclieme imder tlie said Acts to be earned into 1893. 
esecution, shall not be a provisional order, but shall take effect sdieroTto 
forthwith ou the making thereof notwithstanding that it authorises f 
the purchase of any land, or the taking of any land for a term of 
5 years otherwise than by agreement, and such order shall be of the 
same effect jis if it had been confirmed by Parliament. 

(2.) ^?he making of any such order shall be primd facie evidence 
that all the requirements of the said Acts in respect of proceedings 
requii-ed to be taken previously to the making of such order have 
10 been complied with. 

(3.) The twelfth section of the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1885, is 
hereby repealed. 

35. — (1-) Por the purpose of taking lands compulsorily by Application 
purchase under the provisions of the said Acts, the provisions of 
15 the Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the piu'ohase and taking and Housing 
of lands otherwise than by agreement shall be deemed to he amended 
hy the provisions contained in the Second Schedule to tlie Housing i 890 . 
of the Working Classes Act, 1890, and such provisions shall 
(subject as horein-after provided) be deemed to form part of the said 
20 Acts in the same manner as if therein expressly enacted. 

(2.) In the construction for the purposes of the said Acts of the 
provisions contained in said Second Schedule to the Housing of the 
Working Classes Act, 1890, the local authority ” shall mean the 
sanitai’y authority, the “ confirming Act ” shall mean the order of 
25 the Local Government Board authorising the improvement scheme 
to he carried into execution, the “ confirming authority ” shall mean 
the Local Government Board, and references to the Housing of the 
Working Classes Act, 1890, or to Part I. thereof, shall he deemed 
references to the said Acts. 

30 36. A contract entered into by or with a sanitary authority for Contracts 

the purpose of carrying the provisions of the said Acts into effect b^urei^Acts 
shall be exempt from stamp duty. exempt from 

. stump duty. 

37. — (1.) Where a sanitary authority has for the purposes of the sauitary 
said Acts taken any laud on lease, compulsoiily or otherwise, such authority 
35 sanitary authority may at any time thereafter hy agreement with 

the person in whom tho lessors interest in such lease is for the time Lmi'i Pur- 
being vested, purchase the lessors interest in such lease and the 
lands held thereunder. on lease. 

(2.) For the purposes of any such purchase as aforesaid, the land 
^ held under any such lease shall be deemed to be a holding to which 

the Land Purchase Acts apply, and the Land Commission may 

[ 2 .] 0 
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A.D. 1895. advances to sanitary authorities to enable such purchases to 
^ be made in like manner as if the sanitary authority was a tenant in 
occupation of such holding. 

(3.) The provisions of the Laud Purchase Acts shall apply in the 
case of any such advance, but the annuity hy which such advance 5 
is to he repaid shall be charged on any fund or rate now chargeable 
with the repayment of moneys borrowed by such sanitary authority 
for the purpose of defraying expenses incurred in carrying the said 
Acts into effect. The Land Commission shall not require any 
guarantee deposit to secure au advance made under the provisions 10 
of this section. 

{4i.) The price paid hy a sanitary authority for the purchase of 
any lands under the provisions of this section shall not exceed 
tweniy years purchase of the rent reserved in the lease under which 
the said lands are held hy the sanitary authority. 15 

(5.) Pules for carrying this section into effect shall be doomed to 
be rules under the Land Purchase Acts, and sluill be made by the 
Land Commission accordingly. 

(6.) “ Land Commission ” in this section means the Irish Land 
Commission, and “ Land Purchase Acts ” means the Land Purchase 20 
Acts as defined in the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891.

Amendment 39. A representation made under the said Acts may bo amended 
at any time prior or subsequent to the making of an improvement 
scheme in pursuance tlicreof, and the power of amendment liereby 
given shall include the power to permit any representation to he 
signed at any stage of the proceedings thereon by any person or 35 
persons duly qualified to sign the same, either in addition to or in 
substitution for the signatures already attached thereto ; and such 
signing shall have the same effect as if tho representation had been 
originally so signed. Any such signature so added shall bo verified 
by a member or an officer of such sanitary authority. Por the 40 
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piirposes of this section a representation shall include any certificate A.D, 1895. 
of a sanitary officer accompanying or relating to the same.
